The question of beauty contests 


came up before last Tuesday's 
Student Senate meeting as it 
usually does around this time of 
Vear 

This time it concerned an 
asserted discrepency between 


university policy prohibiting bea- 
uty contests and the proposed 
Student Bill of Rights which states 
“Students have the right to par- 
ticipate in all off-campus events.” 
(Article HI, section E.) 

University policy states. “CSUS 
shall neither endorse. nor coor- 
dinate, nor in any way provide 
tacihities nor in any way participate 
in the activities of any ‘beauty 
contest’ sponsored by campus or 
community groups.” 

A policy statement, submitted 
before the Senate by ASI President 
John Gianonn and designed to 
reconcile such a discrepancy says 
“The Associated Students do 
hereby support and sanction par- 
ticipation by students in off-cam- 
pus events, thereby reaffirming 
their rights to participate in such 
events. and recommend to the 
university that it change its policies 
so as not to conflict with the 
Students’ Bill of Rights.” 

According to the discussion, the 
problem was that one could not 
Participate in certain beauty 
contests such as the Camellia Bow! 
Festival without being sponsored 
by some organization. Last vear, 
according to Dean of Students 
Norm Better. a certain amount of 
subterfuge was necessary to allow 
certain) women students trom 
CSUS to participate in” the 
Camella Bow! Queen Contest 

A member of the audience. 
Chris Bender, objected that the 
proposal would “implicitly or in- 
directly be considered support of 
queen contests.” 

“PE don’t think so.” said Gianon- 
ni. 

The proposal passed 7-5-2 

Concerning the KERS con- 
troversy, Attorney General Ron 
loirac said it was being resolved 

The Student Senate also heard 
from Scott Plotkin, legislative ad- 
vocate from The California State 
Universities and Colleges Student 
Presidents Association 
(CSUCSPA).

Serfdom--alive, 
well, in Sacramento

They often work from 8 am to’ 
pm tor as little as 62 cents an hour 

and the work isn’t easy 

One woman cares for a double 
amputee. doing all the cleaning, 
washing and cooking. She drives 
the amputee in her own car without 
reimbursement for gas. and ts not 
compensated if she hurts her back 
hitting her charge. Her time-task 
tormula allows only half an hour 
for bathing the women she cares 
for anunrealistic estimate which 
steals away her wages 

Theoretically, she is paid $2 an 
hour (hardly a generous amount) 
but since the work takes much 
longer than the book says it should. 
the rate of pay is much lower 

Who is this woman? She 1s a 

Calitornia 
Association, an 


member ot 
Homemakers 
organization trying to win better 
working conditions and higher pay 
tor her and other service workers 
These workers belong to a class 
sometimes called the “working 
poor” as they earn an average of 
only $1,500 annually for full-time 
work 

Like blackmat! 
lose every way they turn. If they 
work for the miserly stipend 
offered thev're robbed at the 
grocery store and the landlord's 
door. If they don't work and are 
lucky enough to qualify for general 
assistance, they must agree to 
repay the assistance money and are 
forced to sign a lien against their 
property. And then they're allowed 
only $3 monthly for job hunting 
transportation 

This scheme sounds more like 
the workings of a gang of 
hoodlums than a_ legitimate 
government program. 

To change this situation, the 
California Homemakers  As- 
sociation, now part of the larger 
Western Service Workers As- 
sociation (CHA; WSWA) needs to 
be more than just a labor union.

programs and the evalgation of ex- 
isting ones, especially in light of 
declining enroliments and budget 
cuts. “Why keep something if it’s 
not working.” she said. 

“The board has a very alienated 
attitude towards teachers.” she 
added. Trujillo noted that last year 
the board “made an overall charge 
that teachers are responsible for 
children not being able to read or 
write.” 

Hf elected. Trujillo would push 
to schedule the weekly board 
meetings at different schools in the 
district on a rotating basis instead 
of the current downtown location 
on Sixteenth and N Streets 

“The meeting rooms discourage 
community participation because 
ot their size.” she stated. Meeting
